SYCOPY ACTION 


Prepare <Integer> copies of a library tape 


with no compare (See note betow).—

operator is notified via the SPO. SYCOPY 
continues coaparing the remaining tapes. 


Merges the files from two tiorary tapes to

The first input tape opened 
Cprimary tape). has an expected 
file-identifier of SYSTEM. The second 
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input tape opened (secondary tape) has = an 
expected file-identifier of UPDATE.

If 
the <Integer> entry is omitted then one output tape is 
assumed.j Aithough SYCOPY requests an input tape with a 
file-identifier of SYSTEM» any library tape may be Ited 
to the request for a tape named SYSTEM and allt output 
file-identifiers are identical to the input (primary 
tape) file-identifier if it has not been file equated. 


At the completion of processing» SYCOPY displays the fottlowing 
message: _ |

where the first <Integer> specifies the number of tapes on which 
the request functions CCOPIED>» COMPARED» COPIED AND COMPARED» or 


MERGEO) has successfully conpteted. 


The second <Integer> indicates the number of tapes deleted» if any. 


RENAMING OUTPUT TAPES 


SYCOPY allows the user to change the name of the duplicated or 
 werged tape through file equation. Tape number (TAPE.<n>) is 


equated to name (NAME<tapename>) for each copy desired with that 


name. If no new name is specified» the default output label wilt 


be that of the input file-identifier. Multiple copies may contain 
a mixture of default and specified names» for up to seven tapes.
